Daniel D. Lyons, instructor in 
philosophy, has been named as the 
recipient of a Danforth Teacher 
Study Grant for 1961-62. 

Dr. Jay Barton, associate pro- 
fessor of biology, has been award- 
ed a fellowship by the National 
Science Foundation to d o resea rch 
in Copehagen, Denmark. 

Mr. Lyons will use his grant, 
carrying a stipend of $2960 plus 
tuition and fees, to pursue the 
Ph.D. degree in philosophy at the 
University of Chicago. Lyons was 
one of some 70 college and uni- 
versity teachers receiving such 
grants for next year from the 
Danforth Foundation. 

Recipients were chosen on the 
basis of “potential excellence as 
teachers, outstanding academic 
ability, personality congenial to 
the classroom, and integrity and 
character, including commitment 
and serious inquiry within the 
Christian tradition.”

Mr. Kelly contributed to an 
earlier Pitman* publication, Prin- 
ciples of Retailing, which was pub- 
lished in 1958 and revised in 1960. 


A native of Cresco, la., Lyons 
received his B.A. degree from St. 
Thomas College in St. Paul, Minn, 
and his M.A. degree from the 
Dominican College at St. Thomas 
Aquinas in River Forest, 111. He 
came to St. Joseph’s in 1958. 

Dr. Barton’s research will be 
concerned with the functions of 
the cell nucleus and specifically 
with “the changes in composition 
and metabolic function of the 
nucleus during the cell-cycle.” 

He will leave with his wife and 
seven children next summer and 
will spend a year in Copenhagen 
at the Biological Institute of the 
Carlsberg Foundation. 

Dr. Barton is one of approxi- 
mately 300 teachers of science, 
mathematics and engineering who 
received the NFS’s “Science Fac- 
ulty Fellowships.” The primary 
purpose of the awards is to “pro- 
vide an opportunity for college 
and university science teachers to 
enhance their effectiveness as 

teachers.”

This was the second NSF award 
granted to Dr. Barton in four 
years. In 1957 he won a $20,000 
grant to carry djjj\his investiga- 
tion of the cell nucleus at St, 
Joseph’s. 

A native of Batavia, 111., Dr. 
Barton received his A.B., M.A., 
and Ph.D. degree from the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. He taught 
for five years at Columbia Uni- 
versity^ before coming to St. Jo-

“No mercy will, be shown to 
those who are caught drinking on 
campus,” warned A1 Hanley, stu- 
dent council president, at the 
council meeting last Monday. “The 
penalty,” he said, “is no longer 
‘5 and 25’ (five-day suspension 
and a 25-dollar fine) but automatic 
suspension.” Hanley said Fr. 
Schaefer’s patience is exhausted 
in the matter and that similar 
trouble at the Mardi Gras dance 
could cost us the prom. 

A new freshman tutoring ser- 
vice consisting of four depart- 
ments — English, history, mathe- 
matics, and economics (business) 
— — will soon go into effect. De- 
partment heads f are Walter John- 
son, English; Marty Waters, his- 
tory; John Baimann, math; and 
Charles Henes, economics. 

The student C^ungjl^foilffet the 
maximum fee to be charged, and 
the individual officers will make 
time and place arrangements for 
their own departments. Tutoring 
will also he available for sopho- 
more accounting majors.

A number of St. Joseph’s seniors 
are now discovering that they do not 
know how to write a simple business 
letter or an application for employ- 
ment. They are now discovering 
that they are unable to construct a 
written request for information from 
a company or a graduate school. 

These young men are encounter- 
ing their first experience with the 
practicality of the so-called “impract- 
cal” liberal arts. 

For just about the last 16 years of, 
grammar school, high school and 
college, they have been tpld over 
and over that one of the most essen- 
tial elements in their education is 
the acquiring of the ability to use 
the language, to express themselves 
clearly and accurately in English. 

But the wisdom of this advice has 
not been appreciated until now that 
it is too late. It was a lot more in- 
teresting to study how railroads play 
a vial part in transportation of pro- 
ducts, how to make ‘managerial de- 
cisions,” how selling is involved in 
the marketing process, or how the 
procedures of budgeting apply to 
the businessman than it was to learn 
how to employ the English language 
in such a way as to assure the ac- 
curate communication of idea to 
paper to another mind. 

The extreme practicality of the 
ability to communicate by means 
of the written word is becoming 
starkly apparent to the seniors who 
are now looking for jobs or graduate 


schools. 

Neither the college nor the stu- 
dent is entirely to blame for this 
situation which finds the majority 
of the seniors lacking in a knowledge 
of the most basic rules of English 
usage. . . ' 

The courses are offered here to 
those who really want to learn. 
English 3-4, which are basically 
writing courses, are required of 
every student who intends to gradu- 
ate from St. Joseph’s. * 

And yet, the question immediately 
presents itself: if every student has 
passed English 3-4, shouldn’t he at 
least be capable of composing a 
simple, straight-forward b u si n e s s 
letter? Are the required courses fail- 
ing to prepare the student? 

No doubt, the courses which are 
offered could be improved. But this 
will be of no effect unless the stu- 
dent realizes the importance of such 
courses and makes a real attempt 
to learn how to write. 

It has been suggested that the 
college offer a course in the correct 
method of writing business letters. 
This would be more than a waste 
of time. If you know how to write, 
you can write a business letter, and 
you cannot possibly teach a student 
how to write a business letter with- 
out first teaching him how to write. 

The plight of this year’s seniors 
should present fair warning to the 
underclassmen : learri how to use the 
language.

At this point, a first semester balance 
sheet may well be in order. It was an 
eventful semester, in some ways gratify- 
ing, in some ways disappointing. Growing 
pains seemed to be evident throughout 
the semester and it might be a good 
idea to take a look at them and see how 
they effected the council and the school 
in general. 

The first “pains” on the list are physical. 

. The student body has been growing 
steadily since 1952. This has, of course, 
presented problems all along the way and 
this year they have been manifested in 
several very concrete ways, such as the 
thrice weekly cafeteria riots which take 
place after 11 o’clock classes on Monday, 
Wednesday, and Friday, the new rules 
governing intramural basketball, and the 
increased number of students living in 
town. These are only a few examples. 
I’m sure anyone who has been- here for 
a year can think of even more. 

The next “pains” are intellectual. The 
quality of both professors and students 
on this campus has improved noticeably 
in the brief time that I have been here, 
and it will continue to do so. This has 
produced many academic problems, but 
seldom were they insurmountable. 

The problems encountered by this ex- 
pansion of the college have been met to 
some degree by an expansion of the 
activities of the student council, 

A student discipline committee, expan- 
sion of the responsibilities of the interhall 
representatives, a nascent student tutoring 
system, and expanded student council dues 
have all be introduced in the last four 
years. These have helped but they still 
haven’t been able to solve all the problems, 
nor does anyone expect them to. '• 

Specific problems which were not solved 
in a completely satisfactory way last 
semester and which indeed 'may never be 
completely solved pertain to mixers which 
were either overcrowded or undergirled. 
Student apathy concerning athletic events 
was also in evidence. The student trips 
were almost private this year but there 
are some obvious reasons for this which 
do not need to be explained. 

On the other hand, it has been gratifying 
to see an increasing number of students 
who are culture conscious enough to ride 
all the way to Purdue University on a 
school bus to see a ballet. This is some- 
thing that just didn’t happen when I was 
a freshman. 

From this very sjcetchy outline, it should 
be obvious that while St. Joseph’s has 
growing pains which are often both em-

harassing and inconvenient, it is growing, 
and I think that the most consistant steps 
are being taken in the most important 
directions.
